Murks and Albany iwonuos, uud was quickly 
cormnumcattiU to tho main building, a struct- 
;ro 210.V150 fuot, which was almost -entL-aly 
Icstrayud. Tho part in which tho flro oriR- 
natoil, contained tho boilers, hunting ap- 
paratus, otc., mill on the thiril floor was tbo 
lonnitory in which woro sixty of tho orphan 
nnmtxM of tho asylum, whoso ages ranged 
rom li to 10 years.

Thoro woro about thirty sistoru iu tho 


asylum, nearly all of whom wont out with 
tho throag of boys, but it was impossible to 
koop tho child rou together. About 100 took, 
refuge in tho Bergen street railway cor 
stables, aud nearly every houso, storo,- and 
saloon in the vicinity was filled with them. 


Edward Husslot, tho city supervisor of 


hydjrants, who was passing tho asylum at 
tho tlino the flro broke out, togcthor with 
several others who woro in tho vicinity, in- 
cluding a Bergen streot cnr conductor, who 
left his car for tho purpose, rendered valua- 
ble assistance in rescuing the Inmates from 
the burning building. 
Mr. Hasslot is of the 


opinion that tho flro could have boon chookod 
had the lire department boon more prompt 
in reaching tho sconp, it being fully twenty 
minutes after tho alarm was given before 
tho second ongiuo came. Goorfjo Irish, 22 
yours old, a truckman, living near tho 
asylum, ran to the building when tho flro 
•was discovered and procuring a laddor, 
placed it to ono o£ thosooond-story windows. 
Ho mounted tho laddor and Landod down 
seven boy.-;, whon bystanders, seeing his 
danger, shouted to him to comu down. 
Tho Canios woro then bursting Out o£ 
tho window beneath him,. and !t was with 
groat 
; difficulty 
that Irish reached the 


ground,,his clothing nearly burned from his 
body and his hands and faco burned and 
blistered. From other windows In various 
purtn-oC tin* builtliu.'j littlo boys wore boing 
taken out by bravo men, while many little 
follows, disregarding tho commands o£ thoir 
rescuers to remain where thoy wero for a 
few moments longor, threw tliemsolves head- 
long to tho ground, tho most of thoni sus- 
taining little or no injury. 


Several people who watched tho progress 


of tho Uamos say thoy ore certain that all of 
the boy-) did not get out o£ tho burning 
building, and aro also sure that thoy saw a 
woman attempt to roach a window and fall 
back into tho flames. By tho time the Ore- 
men reached tho burniug structure it woi 
apparent that tho building could not bo 
suvod, and thoy confined all thoir energies 
to rescuing the inmates, while the fire 
having full sway. 


Sister Anthony, through whoso efforts at 


least 100 boys woro enabled to escape, was 
badly burned about tho faco and hands. Olio 
of tho boys who escaped from the building 
said tho fire was caused by ono of the or 
phans going into tho drying-room with a 
lighted candle, which accidentally touched 
some clothes hanging up on aline. In an 
instant tho flro biased up and tho boya ran 
out as fast as possible. Two firemen woro se 
vorely injured by falling from laddors, ono 
being

u cornico which fell from the roof. 
At ouo 


time it WHS thought tho front part ot tho 
building might bo saved, but at 8 o'clock tho 
flames reached the cupola and tho tall gilt 
cross surmounting It.
